Chinese Killed Their women to Prevent Them Falling Into the 


Hands of the Eussians, Allies Lost 1000. 
British Press 


Skeptical of Minister Conger's Message 


Ixmdon, July 21.—The Dally Express 


ktis received the following from Tien 
Tsui, dated July 18: 


The casualties of the allies In the throe 


Uays' lighting before the native city of 
Tien Tsln exceeded 1000. 
It is now cer- 


tain that th&re were several Russians 
tu<d Frenchmen fighting on the Chinese 
side. 
The Cjjln«ise killed their own 


•women wholesale to prevent them from 
falling into the hands of the Russians. 


Yesterday the whole native city was in 


flames, arid the stench of the burning 
thousands of corpses waa unspeakably 
horrible. 


Among the Incidents of th» fighting on 


July 11 was the precipitate flight of 500 
French troops from Annam. They had 
been ordered to hold an 
important 


front, but, on bedns charged by th-e 
Chinese with bayonets, the rear detach- 
ment bolted, panic-stricken. 
The Rus- 


sians killed all tha Chinese wounded in 
revenge for the Pekln massacre. 


The Conger dispatch falls to carry 


conviction to either tha British press or 
ipublic. Its genuineness is not disputed; 
for, as is pointed out here, tha Chines* 
must possess quite a sheaf of such mes- 
sages, which the ministers fruitlessly 
endeavored tu gr«t transmitted, from 
"which they could easily select a non- 
cu'iimlttu.1 dispatch to serve the required 
purpose. 


[t is argued that the dispatch, if it were 


a ganuine reply to the enquiries of the 
American {rovernmsnt. would so more 
into details. 
A slight ray of hope is 


admitted in the fact that both Mr. and 
Mrs. Conger are known to have been on 
very friendly terms with tha Empress 
Dowager, but the universal opinion here 
IK that, if the dispatch is genuine, the 
date la falsified. 


The bare possibility that the news of 


the massacre was premature, however, 
has had its effect, and the government 
has issiifd a semi-official disclaimer of 
responsibility for the proposed memorial 
service in St. Paul's cathedral, while the 
newspapers are calling for the post- 
ponement of the service until all doubts 
are set at rest. 


The Daily Telegraph, in an editorial 


congratulating the Washington govern- 
ment upon its enersy, says:

HOW WASHINGTON REGEiVED 


«AGEJROM CONGER 


Washington, July 21.—Minister Con- 


ger's dispatch to the state department, 
•which was "received Friday through | 
Minister Wu Ting Fang, to the effect j 
that the foreigner* were (at th« date oi I 
the sanding of the message) at the Brit- 
ish legation, under bombardment by 
Chinese troops, and that "quick relief 
only could prevent a general massacre," 
accepted by the officiate as au than tic and 
believed to have been sent from Peki.i 
July IS. came like a fitch of sunlight out 
of th« "dark. 


Within an hour the welcome intelli- 


gence that Conger had been heard from, 
aftw weeks of silence and evil report, 
was Hashed through the country, and, 
indeed, throughout the world, dispelling 
the gloom which had prevailed every- 
where and bringing to officials and to the 
public generally a sense o' profound re- 
lief. 


The dispatch was in reply to Secre- 


tary Hay's cable inquiry to Minister 
Conger on July 11, and as both messages 
were In the American cipher code they 
were regarded by the officials as above 
the suspicion of having been tampered 
•with in the course 
of transmission 


through Chinese channels. 
Mr. Wu 


promptly communicated the dispatch 
to the state department, where tha 
translation was made from the cipher 
figures, and soon all Washington was 
astir with the in/telligpnc-o. 


First of all, from th* standpoint of tha 


administration officials, the most wel- 
come feature of the meesage was its as- 
surance that th» American minister Mm- 
•elf wtui ally* on July 18. But with this 
cheering news cama the ominous state- 
ment of Minister Conger that the be- 
sieged foreigners were In the British 
legation under continual shot and shell 
from Chln«nu troops^ and that only 
quick relief could avert a general mas- 
sacre. 
After the first flush of thank- 


fulne*s, this graver feature of the mes- 
sage begun to impresa Itaelf upon c*b- 


moat dteolv. 


The consultation brought about no 


pronounced change of policy, for it was 
felt that already every energy had bean 
bont toward meeting the situation and 
that there waa absolutely nothing more 
that could be done. After all, the cab- 
inet officials felt, and 10 stated, that tha 
message was an «vid«nce of friendliness 
and good faith of the pro-foredgn ele- 
ment of the Chinese, and that wisdom 
dictated a course which would, continue 
to utilize this friendship. 


The government accepted the message 


-as authentic, and Secretary Hay trans- 
mitted it to all our ambassadors and 
ministers' abroaci, with instructions to 
lay It before the respective rovernrnenta 
to which they are accredited and to urge 
upon them the necessity of co-operation 
for the immediate relief of the foreign- 
ers at Pekln. A mn&aage wa* oUo sent 
by Secretary Long to Admiral Remey, 
conveying the intelligence of the des- 
perate situation in Pekln, and Instruct- 
ing him to "use and'urge every possible 
endeavor for relief." 


This message. Secretary Long ex- 


plained, msant for Admiral Ramey- to 
himself "use" and "urge" upon the 
commanding officers of the other powers 
the us« of every ensJeavor for the relief 
of Pekin. 
Secretary Root sent a similar 


notification to Colonel Cooildge, the sen- 
ior American 
officer ashore at Tien 


Tsln. 
This action was the result of 


the conference of Secretaries Hay, Long 
and Root. 
It was realized that the land 


and naval forces of the United States 
now in China could not, single-handed, 
push on to Pekin, and the other powers 
w«re accordingly appealed to. on the 
basis of Minister Conger'* •m-"«.iffe. to

Conger's dispatch, saying th.it it was a 
complete reply in code to the message 
Bent" to him, and that its authenticity 
was vouched for by the Chinese foreign 
office.

discussion. Secretary Bay 
wag con- 


gratulated on the success Of the steps he 
had adopted to open up communication 
between Pekin and Washington, for 
while the chancelories of the whol 
world stood hesitating and inactive, he 
had adopted a course which had brought 
a message from our minister. The 
Chinese minister, Mr. Wu, shared also 
in the universal approbation of what 
had been done. He seconded Mr. Hay's 
effort from the outset, and it is due to the 
official machinery set in motion by him 
that the communications were gotten 
through.

one of the worst foreat flres the cape has 
Bean In years, and threatening with de- 
atruction nearly a score of towns about 
this portion of the cape district, is tha 
result of a tiny blaze started Thursday 
In the vicinity of Hatchville by some 
berry pickers. 
Hundreds 
of 
men, 


drawn from every town in this neighbor- 
hood, are working night and day to check 
the progress of the flames, but as the 
brush is as dry as tindar the men are 
almost helpless, a'ndr tbdir lives are oon- 
Btantly being menaced. 


The flames are traveling through some 


of the heaviest timber standing on the 
cape as fast as a man can walk, and the 
excitement is intense in all the sur- 
rounding towns, as it is not known at 
.what »hift of the wind that the flames 
will sweep some luckless settlement out 
of existence. 


The fire now has no general direction, 


but is spread out In the district between 
Sandwich and Buszard's Bay, bounded 
by the main line of the Consolidated 
road and by the towns of Cataumet, 
Wenaumet and Palmouth, and. the brush 
and timber between is a roaring mass of 
flames. The fire wardens have been un- 
able to make out what course the 
flames will.take, and oftentimes, back- 
firing, which it was hoped would keep 
the fire within beunde, has proved of no 
avail, and the back fire la carried away 
In the huge head ore. It baa besn a ter- 
rible battle for the men, and many are 
coming out of the weous in an exhausted 
condition, and they express no hope that 
the fire will be checked unless rate comes. 
Men in sufficient number cannot be 
brought here, and the flr« Is entirely out 
of the control of the help at the disposal 
Of tile wardens. 


The whole country bounded by HaHo- 


well, the Falmouths, Howard and Pocaa- 
•ett roods, wasaburned during Thuwday 
night, and in the dlrsoWon of Falmoutn 
and the adjoining villages, and with a 
shift of wind to the southerly and then, 
to an easterly direction, the flames bore 
down on the hebvily-wooded country be- 
fore u at the nate of four miles an hour. 
The fire wardens, seeing their helpless- 
ness, sent couriers to the etirroumUng 
towns requesting air available men, and 
the call was answered by a large number 
who are hard at work with shovels. 


The old Poeassett road is being guard- 


ed less tha fire breaks over and gets into 
the villages of Sandwich and Cataumet, 
and the farming town of Shumet waa 
saved only by the most peirstetent back- 
firing. At noon the main fire was work- 
ing towards Hatchville,, but another shift 
of tha wind sent the flames back so 
that they are now headed in the direc- 
tion of Sandwich and Sagamore. 
A 


large gang is bacte-flring on the Foster 
North road to prevent the fire from 
reaching the town of Bourne. 


The magnitude of the conflagration 


and tfaa^lack of help had 5ts effect upon 
the men now struggling to protect prop- 
erty. 
A gang of over 100 men were 


fighting tha flames near Sagamore, 
when, by a change of the wind 
from 


southeast to southHvest.-'the flames sur- 
rounded the gang,'and only through the 
careful guiding of Fire Warden Burgess 
were the men brought out alive, although 
a large number were burnedt. 


No estimate of the damage already 


done can be given, nor cam anything defi- 
nite be said as to the progress the flames 
will make, and the probable damage they 
will eause.

Bradstreet's Reports Improved Crop Con- 


ditlons—Textile Situation Complicated. 
New York, July 21.—Biadstreet's says: 


Improved crop conditions furnish ihe 
keynote of the trade and pi ice move- 
ments. As a result of them nearly all 
staple agricultural products are lower in 
prloe, and, at the same time, a percepti- 
ble livening up of demand for fall deliv- 
ery is noted at the west, northwest and 
oouth. The beginning of fall trade is 
consequently more clearly visible in the 
•ections mentioned, while at the east the 
markets are slower to experience this 
improvement and are consequently sea- 
sonably dull. 


Bank clearings as yet fall to reflect a<ny 


perceptible improvement in distribution, 
and railway earnings, though of larga 
vohiine, are, owing to comparisons being, 
made with exceptionally good resulta 
last year, shewing less notable increase* 
both in gross and net returns. 


The feature of the week in the grain 


market was a slump in corn prices of 
quite 5 cents per bushel, caused1 by the 
arrival of needed1 copious rains in tha 
section west of the Missouri river. 


Iron and steel prices are evidently 


scraping on bottom if reports from lead- 
ing centers of cost of raw material and 
wages are correct. 


The textile situation is a mixed one. 


Present prices for raw cotton and fin- 
ished material do not harmonize. Chi- 
nese troubles have checked export trade 
in brown cottons, and a Kummet shut- 
down of mills producing these goods 
and print cloths is looked for. 


An encouraging feature is the rather 


better inquiry for raw wool at Boston, 
but manufacturers will not apparently 
do much until the lightweight season, 
opens.

PUBLIC PABK QCESTION 


In these most oppressive days, when 


iBcdstence anywhere is almost unbear- 
able, we fully realize what would be 
the value of event a. very small public 
park centrally located. The health of 
thousands would be better for it and 
thousands of lives would be materially 
increased if we had such a park. How 
many homes are there in this citv ia 
which, in the extremely hot -weather, 
Jt Is something of a menace to life to 
•live? And where is there a SDOI of re- 
fuge, a spot to which retreat may be 
toade, if just for an hour? There are 
•(hundreds of little chldren in this com- 
'ununity to whom it would be an untold 


^ if there was a public spot to 


'which their mothers could take them. 
•Xfit such a place be provided and the 
<housed-up little ones will be taken out 
' and profit wonderfully by the brief pe- 
riod in the fresher air. 
Now there 


' Ss no such place to go and the little 
things are kept in, close tenements, 
sweltering and running down into a 
condition which makes them, very sus- 
ceptible to the summer attacks that 
prove fatal so often. 


- 
Aside from this, which should make 


successful appeal to a very flinty heart, 
the benefit of a public park in numer- 
ous other ways is well understood by 
most everybody. Nothing is more es- 
sential to a city of this size and deeree 
,of activity. Nothing would add more 
Ho the general pleasure and welfare, 
j&nd there is nothing that could be 
! given the people for which they would 
show so much gratitude. It is an im- 


j perative necessity and would be a dis- 


i tjnct public boon. 
' in face of all this it is difficult for us 
jilto believe that there are persons, who, 
(lor a possible small money gain, will 
letand between- the people of this city 
iemd the acauirement of the 
North 


^ Church street cemetery for a small pub- 
lic park. The corporation of North 
ilAxtams is not a soulless trust with un- 
HHmlted wealth, and probably daes not 
texpeet to be put under pressure to pay 
•»ums, large or small, to anyone who 
•may find a pretext on which to squeeze 


• It. It la no more than the organized 
'executive of the community, endeav- 
torirag' to provide for all within their 
limited means to the best of the -direct- 
flng ability. The opinion held by many 
People that the city is to be accepted as 
an object to be legally fleeced is an 
opinion based upon a wrong conception 
tof the public corporation, or one spring- 
ing from a not too hlsh and none too 
laudable individual public spirit. We 
must not forget that the person who 
extracts money from the public treas- 
ury extracts it from the pocket of his 
neighbors, and there should be more 
than a technically correct lesral war- 
rant for such extractins. If we decide 
to take every advantage of the city and 
extort money from it at every nuibble 
of an opportunity, we must be prepared 
to sacrifice the respect of uur neigh- 
bors and that public respect without 
•which anv man is poor indeed. 


We do not believe that the Celegrove 


Jieirs have decided to put themselves 
in this class. We entertain the opinion 
that they will act with high public 
spirit in regard to the city's acquiring 
the old, abandoned and useless ceme- 
tery for use as a public park. Their 
prompt and cheerful acauiesence will 
command for them the resaect and 
commendation of all who know the 
need of the park and all who have 
Ktrlven to provide it for the people. 
It would b« too much to expect praisd 
from all who would be benefited. That 
would, indeed, be too much to expect. 
Human nature Is not so perfect. But 
it Is enough to win the approval of 
the many who accept such acts for the 
public good as the beat among all deeds. 


We hope soon to be permitted to 


accord lo the Colegawe heirs a pub- 
tlta acknowledgement of the generous

expression of public spirit that we an- 
ticipate. It will be our pleasure to 
do it 
We know that while that old

SPEECH OF PROF. JOHN H. HEWITT 


At tho Dccllc«U«H of J«cup Wall, Wil- 


llaiu* College, Jun« it&, 100O 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and 
Gentle- 


men:—Sometime aince I happened to 
see what was called a "composite 
photograph" of a hundred or so young 
lady graduates of one of higher insti- 
tutions of learning. The picture seemed 
to me to be entirely wanting in charac- 
ter and beauty, some elements of 
which character and which beauty 
were undoubtedly possessed by each 
one of the "sweet girl graduates^' com- 
posing that picture. It occurred to me 
when I was recently aaked to speak on 
thi» occasion for fl, faculty of two score 
or so members that the speech, mlsrht 
be found to possess the negative quali- 
ties of that eomnoeitft photograph and 
be lacking in both character and 
beauty. As a faculty we are, in some 
respects, 
a body of "men of many 


minds" and are supposed to be individ- 
ually capable of criticising matters 
pertaining to scholarship, politics and 
art, whether these things are in our 
special line of teaching or not. If, how- 
ever, we disagree in a few things, we 
are one on a good many tnings; we 
are, on the while, a remarkably har- 
monious faculty, and, as It doesn't get 
said of them very often, I wish to say 
of my colleagues this> afternoon that 
they are an exceedingly fine set of 
men. If some of us are disposed, at 
times, perhaps, to agree with Plato in 
thinking that 
"a boy is the most 


vicious of all wild beasts," we are all 
at one in accepting the statement of 
our American philosopher-jMr. 
Ed- 


ward Everett Hale—that "the business 
of changing a boy into a man, or, if 
you please, of changing an unllcked 
cub into a well-trained gentleman, is, 
on the whole, more simply and cer- 
tainly done in a good college than anv- 
where else." But when Mr. Hale pro- 
ceeds to add that the good of a college 
education is not in the things1 which 
it teaches but "is to be had from the 
fellows who are there and your associ- 
ation with them," we feel that, while 
he is emphasizing an important phrase 
of college life, he is< overlooking cer- 
tain important things in the curricu- 
lum like Greek and college athletics for 
instance. 


Now this building is designed to meet 


those social needs which Mr. Hale so 
strongly emphasizes and the student's 
religious needs as well. It can but 
prove of great help to the religious life 
of the student that he can now get 
emancipated from the recitation room 
for his prayer and praise -and has 
rooms devoted exclusively to religious 
exercises. It has always seemed to me 
thd.t a recitation room where the stu- 
dent may have recently "flunked" a 
problem in mathematics or a passage 
in Greek is quite illy adapted to the de- 
velopment of a peaceful and resigned 
frame of mind. Such an environment 
and such associations might tend to 
develop the piety of a certain sort of 
benevolence, perhaps, where the stu- 
dnt might, perchance, be thinking how 
he would mightily like to contribute 
towards a memorial window for his be- 
loved (?) professor. 


It is to a noble object to which we 


dedicate this building- this afternoon. 
If we have not m!et to dedicate a 
temple of Solomon or a wall of Jerusa- 
lem, there is yet much in our service 
and surroundings to suggest Hebrew 
customs and the Hebrew religion. We 
dedicate this building to the further- 
ance of that righteousness which was 
the legacy of the Hebrew people to the 
human race; and if one should come 
up to this auditoriom on certain eve- 
nings of the week his ears might be 
greeted with the sound of certain wind 
and string instruments that would 
offer a remote suggestion of the He- 
brew sackbut, psaltry and harp. In- 
deed as one first enters- this hall and 
sees upon the walls of the room below 
those pennants and other trophies of 
victory, his exclamation might be in 
the words of a Hebrew poet, "Thy neck 
is like a tower of David builded for 
an armory, whereon hang a thousand 
bucklers, all shields of mighty men." 
And I cannot refrain from remarking 
in passing, that, while we are engaged 
in these quiet exercises, this 
after- 


noon, our team 1» abroad, beyond the 
mountains, contending on the high 
fields of Amherst to put the climax 
upon that series of victories1 which will 
enable them to return tonight with an- 
other pennant, one bearing the legend, 
"Champions for the year 1900." 


In. the days of athletic Christianity 


and Christian athletics we have in 
some respects, advanced bevond the 
Hebrew conception of 
reliriom 
but 


there is no reason wh> this hall, owin<* 
Its inceotion to the Christian men of 
the college and given by the donor to 
encourage right living- here, why this 
hall devoted as it is to music, oratorv. 
to the various phases of the social and 
religious life and to affording an in- 
spiration to wholesome athletic con- 
tests, should not, by its very pres- 
ence, suggest that a Christian snirit 
ought toi pervade every phase of col- 
lege life and so the bunding come to 
have attached to it some of the sac- 
red associations that belonged to the 
temple of Solomon. 


fl any one given to criticism were 


to remark upon the plain exterior of 
the building and ask why our archi- 
tect did not choose the Gothic style, 
we might remind him that we already 
have upon the college grounds one 
building-, Gbodrich hall, whose sole 
occupation, at present, 
consists of 


showing off its peculiar style of archi 
tecture, but we might more soberly 
and more seriously reply that a plain 
and unpretending exterior is not un- 
befitting the simplicity of that 
life 


which this building is designed to fos- 
ter; somewhat as Hawthorns, soint- 
where in the Marble Faun, has beaut- 
ifully compared the Chlrstian> faith to 
be a irrand cathedral 
with divinely 


pictured windows. "Standing1 without," 
says he, "you see no glory nor can 
possibly imagine any; standing with- 
in, every ray of light reveals a har- 
mony of unspeakable solendors." Cer- 
tainly the interior arrangement of this 
building meets, in an admirable way. 
the needs for which it waa designed. 


The erection of this hall marks a new 


era in higher education. According to 
one analysis our collegiate education 
is now entering upon, a third distinct- 
ive phase. Our colleges were at first 
established for the church and took

tury we have seen bearing1 fruit in our 
colleges the aphorism of Herbert Spen- 
cer: "The first element of success is to 
be a good animal." Mr. Spencer's say- 
ing simply puts in another way the 
principle taught 
by Christ nineteen 


centuries ago, that all neglect or abus-e 
of the body is sin. If this second phase 
of the higher education has produced, 
relatively, a smaller number of min- 
isters of.the gospel, it has, I believe, 
sent into all the professions and into 
business life a larger proportion of 
preachers of true righteousness. The 
third phase of collegiate education, 
that upon which we are now entering, 
is that where the social needs and so- 
cial relations- of the students are being 
more fully recognized and cared for. It 
is being felt on the part of the authori- 
ties and friends of colleges that what 
for sometime had been done by fra»- 
ternities for a few might with advan- 
tage and, perhaps, ought to be done for 
all. This building is designed, in part, 
to meet the social needs of the stu- 
dents. It is not intended, of course, to 
compete with the college fraternity; it 
is not designed as a club house for non- 
fraternity men. Its trope is much 
broader than that and it ought to ac- 
complish far more than would a build- 
ing of such design. Friends of the 
higher education are coming to feel, as 
perhaps never before, that character is 
the great business of life whether it be 
in college or out of college, and that 
you will most successfully 
control 


character if you couti-ol the social re- 
lations and instincts of young men. If 
John Wesley could not afl'ord to let the 
devil have control of all the good tunes, 
we in college cannot afford to let the 
devil have control of all the good times. 
But it is hoped that another end will 
also be subserved by the social advan- 
tages offered by this building, and that 
is that it will tend to keep alive that 
democratic spirit which hitherto char- 
acterized the students of this: college. 
We are, probably, forever emancipated 
from that condition of things where a 
student's place in the catalogue is de- 
termined by the social rank 
of his 


father; but we are not, by any means, 
free from the danger of that detestable 
spirit of caste that sometimes prevails 
among young men. We ought, then to 
cordially welcome and be grateful for 
any effort that will tend to preserve for 
us that spirit of democracy by which 
a man shall be valued for what he is 
rather than for what he possesses. The 
'catholic spirit of the words of the 
donor ought to be an attraction and 
an inspiration to every man in this 
college, and thoee words mteht well be 
written over the portals of the hall: "I 
wish this building- to be for the best 
uses of all the students of the col- 
lege." And while a few other colleges 
have buildings that are distinetivelv Y. 
M. C. A. halls, Williams 
is almost 


alone, I believe, in having a distinct- 
ively students' building. 


I know not whether the site on which 


this building stands Is historic ground 
in that any French or Indian or Amer- 
ican blood was ever »hed here, the 
site is certainly felicitous in more than 
one respect. Situated at the very cen- 
ter of the college community it, bv its 
location, at once suggests and aids the 
design of the donor thac it should be 
the center of the social and relicious 
life of the college. Looking out, as it 
does, upon a campus one side of which 
is flanked by the historic West college 
and another side by the laboratories,— 
those buildin*rs of the new education— 
commanding1 an almost unrivalled view 
of mountain and valley scenery, Jesup 
hall occupies one side of a plot that is 
capable of being made one of the most 
beatuiful college quadrangles in Chris- 
tendom. 


While we today express to the

ELECTRIC BEiCOH SHIP. 


Description of New Vessel De- 


signed For Diamond Shoals, 


o* tte Sew Cmft 'Wbtob Is to 


D*ly the Gates and Seoa Off Hat- 
tera* 'Will Be Ote Most Powerful 
Dteplayed Fcom Any 
Afloat<-Her 
Extending ont Into ttis Atlantic 


Ocean for 13 mllea and paralleling tbo 
Capa Hatteras coast. for a consider- 
able distance are the much dreaded 
Diamond shoals, upon which the gov- 
ernment ones contemplated placing a 
$1,000,000 lighthouse and oh Which 
several ineffectual 
attempts were 


made at eoch construction. There for 
three years a light vessel has success- 
fully ridden out many of the severest 
gales sweeping that part of the ocean, 
breaking away occasionaBy, but always 
managing to make safe harbor except 
in one instance, wbea she beached and 
was hauled off much damaged. It had 
been proved that a light vessel could 
stand the shifting sands and the heavy 
blows, but the experience of the first 
vessel put there showed that another 
kind was nlofe suited to the dangerous 
task of marking the treacherous shal- 
low spot. Now a new lightship is to 
be located there designed to hold no 
matter how the winds blow and the 
Beas run, and, if there is enough bot- 
tom, always to swing tightly to her 
anchor, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Baltimore Sun. This 
vessel will soon be completed and is 
to be stationed off Hatteras in August. 
She will be a Bteam propeller and elec- 
tric lighted, and when finished will be 
one of th6 first, If not the only one, of 
her kind ever launched. 


The government contract calls for 


a craft 112 feet ifl length and a depth 
of over 15 feet, with three decka, the 
main aud spar decks running the full 
length of the ship, while the lower 
deck is broken by the forward coal 
bunker and the after bulkhead of the 
engine room. The hull will be divid- 
ed by water tight steel bulkheads into 
five compartments and the quarters 
and' storerooms are sd arranged as to 
meet all requirements of safety, and 
comfot't. 


The EC-commodatioas of this vessel 


are to be forward of the main deck. 
There will be two hollow steel masts, 
through which will be run the wiring 
of the masthead flashlights to throw 
rays many miles to sea. These lights, 
three in number, on each mast, are to 
be adapted to botli electricity and oil, 
the latter being used in event the dyna- 
mos fall to operate. The cluster mast 
headlights will be 50 feet above the 
water" line. These lights Will be the 
most powerful displayed from any 
lightship afloat and should be seen at 
least 18 miles distant. The cluster will 
consist of sir 100 candle power 100 volt 
lamps, attd they will be controlled by 
an automatic flashing device driven by 
a belt from the dynamo shaft 
Steam 


Is to be supplied the vessel, which is 
to have sufficient power to take care of 
herself and make harbor if by chance 
her cables part. 


When No. 72, as she is now officially 


known, Is on her station off Hatteras, 
her mooring tackle will comprise a 
heavy mushroom anchor shackled to a 
chain which leads through the main 
hawser hole in the stem of the ship to 
a steam windlass. In addition to this 
mooring tackle the vessel will have a 
2,000 pound harbor anchor, a' kedge 
weighing 350 pounds and 120 fathoms 
of 1^4 inch stud link chain with a 
breaking strength of 70,000 pounds. 


Amidships, on either beam, will be 


swung two whaleboats of about 20 
feet length and 6 feet beam. The spar 
deck is protected by a gradually rising 
steel wait, flaring somewhat at tLe 
knlghtheads until at the stem proper 
It has a depth of five feet In addition 
to the steam, whistle tbo lightship is 
provided with a steam siren for use In 
thick and foggy weather. 


No lightship constructed will be more 


complete and none perform such im- 
portant duties. A large crew will care 
for the vessel and see that the lights 
burn DtdfeMB' eierv night

i MAROONED ON 


AN ISLAND.

If you had a chart before you, you 


would see that Wakes island is a bit 
of a dot in the Pacific ocean, lying a 
little south of the regular sailing route 
between 
Honolulu and Yokohama. 


Now and then it is sighted by steamer 
or sailing vessel making the passage, 
but the great majority pass It by 200 
miles to the north. The traders call 
there occSiiioaally for water or fuel, 
but as there are no inhabitants there 
can be no trade. It Is an island three 
miles long by one and a half broad, 
and it was throws to the surface by an 
earthquake. 
There is but one spot 


where a landing can be made even in 
the calmest weather, as Its shores are 
rocky and rise to a height of from 30 
to 100 feet. 
Much of the island is 


wooded, and bowlders lie about every- 
where, and it is probably one of the 
loneliest spots in the universe. 
For 


some reason which uo one can explain 
no birds are ever found there, nor is 
there any animal life, the only living 
things are land crabs, and they are ol 
such size and fierceness that traders 
have had to flee before them. 


In the year 1861 the bark Restless 


sailed out of San Francisco on a voy- 
age to Japan and China. She had Just 
been purchased by a man named Rob- 
ert Westall, who was little known, but 
had suddenly made a lot of money, and 
the cargo was also mostly his. 
Ha 


went with his ship, and a fate befell 
him which reads stranger than fiction 
of the sea. He was a landsman, know- 
ing nothing of ships and sailors, and It 
transpired that the captain he selected 
was a thoroughly bad man, while the 
mate was little better. It was proba- 
bly the captain's idea from the outset 
to get possession of the ship, but West- 
all's suspicions were not aroused until 
after they had called at Honolulu and 
resumed the voyage. Then he over- 
heard observations among the crew 
which alarmed him, and he went to 
,the captain with his statements. He 
was told without any beating around 
the bush that the bark was to change 
hands. He was to be marooned on 
Wakes island, and she was to pursue 
her voyage as captain and crew decid- 
ed. It was one man against 15, and 
of course he was helpless. Neither 
threats nor promises had the slightest 
effect, and when he stormed he was 
cautioned tg hold bis temper, or he 
would be set afloat In a small boat to 
perish of thirst and starvation. When 
the island was finally reached, West- 
all was ordered Into a boat to be rowed 
ashore. Not a pound of provisions or 
an extra article of clothing was to go 
with him. He was not even to have 
the means of kindling a fire. Rendered 
desperate by the situation, be made a 
fight for it, but was soon knocked 
senseless by the blow of a capstan bar, 
and while in that condition was rowed 
ashore and dumped on the beach. When 
he recovered consciousness, the Rest- 
less was sailing away am1 v :-s already 
miles distant. 


Jules Verne has told how a sailor 


cast away on a desert Island almost 
naked managed to live almost luxu- 
riously and provide for his cvc:y uaat. 
The difference between imagination 
and reality was exemplified in West- 
all's case. He tried for days and days 
to produce fire by rubbing dry sticks 
together, but he never succeeded. He 
constructed a hut in the woods, but his 
food consisted of shellfish, roots and 
wild fruits, and there was no way to 
replace his clothing. He soon found 
fresh water, and he also made the dis- 
covery that the spot seemed accursed 
of all living things except the land 
crabs. As a rule these loathsome crea- 
tures did not bother him during day- 
light, but as soon as the sun went 
down they swarmed over the whole 
island. 
They were gigantic In size, 


and his only way of escaping them 
was to climb a tree. He built a plat- 
form among the limbs ten feet from 
the earth, and every night during his 
long stay he resorted to it About once, 
a month, generally at midday, the 
crabs would swarm by the million and 
bold possession of the island for two 
or three hours. At such times the 
noise made by their claws as they 
passed over rock and soil was almost 
deafening and gave him a great scare. 
While the man speedily recovered from 
the blow on the bead given him on 
shipboard, bis lonely situation soon 
began to tell on bis mind. One day, 
at the end of three months, be found 
tbat be had forgotten his own name. 


It was two hours before It came to 
him, and then, fearful that it might 
go out of his mind for good, he carved 
his initials on the bark of a tree with 
a sharp stone. After making the cir- 
cuit; of the island three or four times 
he settled down near the landing place, 
and every day for weeks and months 
and years he hoped that some trader 
would put in or some ship send in her 
boat. Traders did call on three or four 
occasions, but he missed them. Once 
he was asleep in the tree top; again 
he was ill. On a third occasion the 
crabs were out in such numbers that 
the trader grew pfraid and put off aa 
soon as he had touched. 


You will wonder how a man could 


have lived for a month as Weatall lived 
for three years. 
For eight months 


there was a species of wild fruit some- 
thing like a plum. Now and then a 
fish was left by the tide for him to cap- 
ture, but he had to eat them raw. 
There were oysters and mussels and 
limpets clinging to the rocks, but after 
awhile he could hardly force himself 
to swallow them. In six months hia 
boots were gone and his clothing was in 
tatters, and as the days dragged away 
the man had it on his mind that his 
memory was failing him. When a 
year had gone by, he could no longer 
recall his identity. The initials on the 
tree stood for a dozen different names 
to him. Six months later he was littla 
better than a wild beast During his 
second year, had he thought to erect 
some sort of signal at the landing 
place—some such signal as a sailor 
would have made—he would probably 
have been rescued, as two or three 
traders came in for water, but he did 
not even heap up stones or set up a 
bush to attract" attention. He had ex- 
isted on the 'island three years and 
two weeks when the American whal- 
ing ship JbnafBan touched there for 
water. I was in the boat first sent 
ashore, and while waiting for the wa- 
ter casks to arrive I followed a path 
up into the woods and discovered West- 
all asleep on his platform. I believed 
him at first to be so'me monster gorilla. 
The weather £ad tuiued him almost 
black, his hair, was long and matted, 
and he was without clothing. As he 
came tumbling down I ran away and 
gave the alarm. That frightened him, 
and seven men of. us spent half a day 
in his capture. He fought us with the 
greatest ferocity, and for a long time 
we could not make out his nationality. 
He chattered a^queer jargon or sulked, 
and we had put in at a Japanese port 
before we could keep clothing on him. 


I was one of the apprentice boys on 


the ship, and, as the wild man bad 
taken a great liking to me and I seem- 
ed to be the only one who could control 
him, the American consul advised that 
I be left behind with the man while the 
ship made a three months' circuit 
Quarters were provided for us, and I 
was instructed how to go to work in an 
effort to restore the poor fellow's mem- 
ory. 
By this time he had let fall 


enough to satisfy us tbat be was either 
English or American. We had also 
connected Mm in a way with the miss- 
ing ship Restless. She had been re- 
ported as leaving Honolulu, but that 
was the last of her. I put up a black- 
board and turned schoolmaster. 
I 


chalked down the letters of tlte alpha- 
bet, made figures, drew pictures and 
tried to start his memory to work. For 
a month I bad no luck. The man's 
mind was as blank as night He tried 
hard enough, and he used to break 
down and weep almost daily, but he 
could not get hold of the end of the 
string. I had about given up all hope 
when one day as I was going through 
the usual performance memory came 
back to him like a. flash. He suddenly 
uttered a.shout and sprang to his feet, 
and as I turned on him it was to find a 
new look on hia face and to hear him 
shout: 
' ' 


"It has come! It has cornel My 


name Is Robert Wcstall, and'I can re- 
member everythlngl" 


So It turned out, but the shock of re- 


covery brought about an illness that 
confined him to his bed for weeks. 
When he could relate his story, the 
consul went to work to find out what 
bad become of the Restless. Inquiries 
were made at all the ports of China 
and Japan, but no news was obtained. 
The search was still being prosecuted 
when a sandalwood trader from one of 
the Philippines brought the consul 
some wreckage picked up three years 
agone which proved that the bark had 
gone to the bottom In a gale encoun- 
tered soon after sailing away from 
Wakes island. To this day there have 
been no tidings to alter this belief. 
The wretches who so coolly and de- 
liberately planned the death of the 
shipowner by starvation did not live 
beyond a few days to enjoy their trl- 
uniph. The three years spent on the 
Island made an old man of Westall be- 
fore his time, and he never was clear 
beaded again, but he lived for 15 years 
after and managed to get together 
quite a little property and to spend his 
last years In peace.

What an American Pastor Saw 


of the Uprising. 


BAYS OOSGER DID SOT BEE DASGEB

Eyewitnesses of the first raid by 


Boxers on Tien-tsin and the bombard- 
ment of the Taku forts by the foreign 
gunboats arrived at San Francisco on 
the steamer Coptic the other day from 
Shanghai. The most vivid story of 
the Chinese uprising is told by the 
Bev. Robert Coltman, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at La Junta, 
Colo., says the New York Sun. With 
hia wife he escaped from Tien-teia on 
June 16 by military train to Taku, go- 
Ing thence on the Chinese steamer Fie 
Chan to Shanghai. While in Peking 
early in May the Bev. Mr. Coltman 
dined with Minister Conger and talked 
over the situation with him. 


"We went to China to visit my 


daughter, wife of Professor Clifford of 
the Imperial university at Tien-tsln," 
said Mr. Coltman, "Then we went to 
Peking to visit my son, Bobert Colt- 
man, Jr., physician resident there. He 
Is a professor of medicine in the Im- 
perial university. We were in Peking 
early, in May,' leaving there on the 8th 
to go to Pei-Tai-Ho, a seaside resort, 
which we never reached. While in Pe- 
king Minister Conger dined with my 
son, and we had a talk over the situa- 
tion, as it then presented itself. The 
Boxers at that time were drilling right 
in the streets of Peking, and I was very 
apprehensive. 
Minister Conger con- 


sidered the danger not particularly 
threatening and seemed to place great 
credit ill the assurance of the tsung-11- 
yamen. I told him I did not agree with 
him, and he assured me that there was 
uo danger. 


"Over a month was spent by us at 


Tien-tsin. 
The Boxers were more 


threatening, and native Christians from 
all parts of the country began to flock 
to the mission compounds at Tieu-tsin. 
They were in mortal terror of the Box- 
ers, and with all their worldly posses- 
sions tied in small bundles went from 
gate to gate imploring the foreigners 
to protect them. It was a pitiful sight 
as they asked us with tears in their 
eyes: 'What shall we do when you go 
away? We shall all be killed.' 


"On either side of the Takn road lie 


the compounds of the foreign missions. 
Each compauocl is a rectangle, sur- 
rouuded by a brick wall about ten 
feet high. Gates are cut through these 
walls so that persons in an extremity 
can run from one to another and reach 
the British or French 
concessions, 


which adjoin the compounds. The 
British concession is laid out like any 
ordinary British or American city, with 
excellent buildings and good streets. 


"Early in June American marines to 


the number of 107 came to the Ameri- 
can boacd of foreign missions com- 
pound anil encamped. 
Captain Mc- 


Calla was ia general charge of the 
forc«s on land, and the marines in the 
compound were in command of En- 
sign Daniel W. Wurtzbaugh. 
On the 


night of Saturday, June 9, word hav- 
ing been received from the legations at 
Peking that help must be had at once, 
a meeting of consuls aud commanders 
was held at Tien-tsin. Captain Mc- 
Calla was spokesman for the Ameri- 
cans. The Russian consul must have 


I had the most adequate conception of 
1 the troubles ahead, for he declared that 


i he would uot undertake to reach Pe- 


king with less than 15,000 men. The 
British officers were silent. When Cap- 


' tain McCalla was called on for advice, 


he said that he had advices that the 
lives of Americans were in jeopardy in 
Peking and that he intended to start 
next morning to their relief, whether 
'the other forces went or not 
Then 


British commanders and others agreed 
to go, and the result was the ill fated 
expedition under Admiral Seymour. I 
thought until today that this expedi- 
tion got through to Peking without 
trouble. 


"After the departure of Captain Mc- 


Calla and the forces matters became 
rapidly worse at Tien-tsin. The air 
wasvfllled with sinister rumor and busi- 
ness came to a standstill. 
Ensign 


Wurtzbaugh kept his American ma- 
rines ready for any emergency. Final- 
ly, on the night of June 15, soon after 
midnight, the Boxers rose en masse 
and set flre to the native chapels, the 
French cathedral and many other 
buildings. There was a terrific uproar 
among the Chinese and foreigners—a 
reign of terror. The American marines 
were roused to arms and all night 
stood ready to defend the foreigners in 
the compounds. 
The flre was con- 


fined to the native city, to-the west- 
ward, and the l?ne of flame seemed to 
be about a mile loug. We could hear 
musketry and shouting In the distance, 
and fire after fire sprang up until we 
thought the whole native city was go- 
Ing up in smoke. 


"Detachments of foreign forces hur- 


ried here and there during the night 
protecting lives and property. 
The 


'Boxers attacked the railroad and tried 
to burn It and the station, but were 
driven off by the Russians. Nothing 
more than a desultory attempt was 
made to attack the compound where 
we were. The fighting and flre were 
confined mostly to the native quarter, 
where, native Christians were killed. 


"The 
next morning the bodies of 


about 100 Boxers were found lying 
here and there. 
I 'saw numbers of 


bodies 
being 
devoured 
by 
dogs. 


Trenches were hastily dug, and the 
native authorities gathered up the bod- 
res ny tyrag rapes around their leg* 
and dragging them off to burial. That 
5noruing hundreds of poor native Chris- 
tians huddled into the mission com- 
. pounds and begged for shelter. 
The 


foreign noncombatanta were all in a 
fever of apprehension, and most of 
them determined to get away by tha 
first possible meahs. Native Christians, 
learning this, begged ou their knees to 
be saved from the savagery of the 
Boxers. 


"On the morning of the 18tb Mr. 


Clifford went to hire a tug to take 09 
to Taku, which ia down the PeMSo 23

'thoritles prohibited the departure of 
any vesels. 
We accidentally learned 


that a military tram was to leave for 
Taku in 45 minutes. Permission was 
obtained to board this train, and we 
hastily packed our belongings and 
reached the train. The Chinese .en- 
gineers, firemen, brakemen aud station 
men deserted in terror, leaving the 
trains standing. 


"Our train consisted of an engine 


and two or three coaches. Preceding 
it was a train composed of an engine, 
a flat car upon which was a rapid flre 
gun, followed by another flat car bear- 
ing an engine and a dynamo operating 
a searchlight and still another flat 
car with another rapid flre gun. This 
military train was in command of Brit- 
ish officers, and the men handled the 
engine and brakes. 
Our train was 


handled by a German otScer in uni- 
form, with hi3 baud on the throttle, 
and American marines did the firing. 
We left Tien-tsin at 2 p. m. and arrived 
at Taku in the evening. In our Imme- 
diate company were iny wife and our 
daughter, Mrs. Clifford, her husband 
aud their 4-weeks-old baby. My grand- 
son, Robert Coltman, Jr., was to join 
us from Peking to accompany us back 
to the States, but the Boxer troubles 
closed down so suddenly tfiat he could 
not reach Tien-tsin. 


"Arriving at Taku, we hired a sam- 


pan to convey us out to the Chinese 
steamer PievChin, which lay at anchor 
ready to sail for Shanghai. We reach- 
ed the steamer in safety. We could 
See the lights of the foreign gunboats 
lying in another bend of the river, 
which forma a letter C at that point. 
We could not sail that night for some 
reason or other and lay in company 
with other merchant vessels at anchor. 
At 12:15 o'clock on the morning of 
June 17 the bombardment of the for- 
eign gunboats by the forts began. The 
gunboats returned the flre immediate- 
ly. We were lying up the river, with 
gunboats between us and tha forts. 
Whenever the Chinese in the forts 
fired too high their shells went scream- 
ing over us or struck the water about 
us. We were directly in the line of 
flre. There was a panic on board, in- 
tensified by the fear that the native 
crew of the Fie Chin might prove 
treacherous. 
I 


"Beginning with a 'few desultory but, 


fairly well directed shots, the firing on I 
both sides soon developed into a tre- ! 
mendous duel of shells. 
Shell after , 


Shell screamed over our heads. Some 
exploded on the river surface, sending 
up a column of water; others skipped 
over the water and struck the opposite 
bank, where the bodies of a number of 
Chinese -sCete found at daylight. 
It 
t 


was a wild and terrible scene, moon- , 
light being rendered ghastly by the , 
frequent Illumination of the explosions. , 


"How we ever escaped being scut- 


tled I cannot imagine. We stood ready 
to take Small boats at a moment's no- 
tice. 
Between our steamer and the 


guriboats was a fleet of Chinese gun- 
boats lying in a wide sweep of the riv- 
er. Some of the foreign gunboats at- 
tacked them, and that added to the ; 
uproar 
and 
confusion. 
Sometimes 


there was such a glare of fire from the 
ships that we thought them afire. Shot 
and shell poured back and forth un- 
ceasingly for several -hours. We did 
not see the land operations, but after 
daylight we soon discovered tbat the 
forts were In the possession of the for- 
eign forces. 
The Chinese gunboats, 


dismantled and half burning and con- 
taining dead and wounded, were towed 
past us up stream, the prizes of--the 
powers. Our steamer got under way 
that morning, and we went down past 
the gunboats and forts to the gulf and 
on to Shanghai. The battleships and 
cruisers were out beyond the bar, out 
of range of the forts and therefore un- 
able to assist the gunboats. 


"We arrived at Shanghai on June 23 


and were fortunate enough to catch 
the Coptic, leaving that afternoon. I 
had beard nothing since the bombard- 
ment, but the events that transpired 
while we were at sea do not surprise 
me. It Is as I feared—the Chinese em- 
pire is aflame against foreigners. The 
worst has come to pass, and Minister 
Conger's credulity and good faith in 
the Chinese have probably cost his life 
and the lives of all the other foreign- 
ers in Peking. 


"The Boxers as a body are ignorant, 


miserably poor and deluded fanatics. 
They are used and directed by intelli- 
gent men. The movement spread like 
wildfire—exactly as though it were re- 
ceiving powerful aid from those :u 
authority 
Rovers carried ou their 


drills and exercises in Peking under 
the eyes of the government unmolest- 
ed. I did not see these drills, but they 
were described to me by many who 
had seen them. -The lioxei-s formed 
in companies, facing south and east 
and west, and went through various 
gymnastic excerclses, repeatedly bow. 
Ing and uttering incantations. At one 
point In the exercise they bow lower 
and lower until they touch the ground 
with their foreheads and cry out as if 
addressing their gods. All this, they 
are led to believe, makes them Invul- 
nerable to bullets. Consequently they 
go Into battle with the fanatical cour- 
age of people who Believe ,tbelr lives 
are charmed. For weapons they have 
everything they can scrape together,

It is wouno 
on two spools, moving quickly free 
one to the other and coming in cont 
with a very small electro magnet^ / 
switched into the circuit, which afr| 
fects the steel band in such a way aa 
to record on it any sounds that masji 
penetrate to the phonograph. It i$ 
only necessary to cause the steel bauc$. 
to repass the magnet in order to haves 
the sounds repeated. Each vibration! 
of the electro magnet produces a corr&* 
spending vibration of the bteel band. 
In older to remove a message from tha 
steel band a magnet is passed over the 
surface on which the message was re- 
corded.

gen Telephone company, whose service 
the inventor has recently entered, were 
surprisingly successful.

STRICKEN AT BAND CONCERT 


Jasper Monroe Dies This Mornlug a 


Result of Shock 


Jasper Monroe, a well known musi- 


cian, and leader of the City band, died 
last night at the hospital at about 12 
o'clock of cerebral hemorrhage. He 
was attacked 
while conducting the 


weakly band concert at 
Monument 


square. He was suffering with a severe 
pain in the head, but weilded the baton 
as usual during the first three selec- 
tions. He then became so weak that 
he remained seated when the fourth 
selection was played, and it was no- 
ticed that he continued to \vield the' 
baton for a short tlmfe after the selec- 
tion was finished. It was seen at 
once that something was wrong and 
several members of the band went to 
his assistance. He soon became uncon- 
scious and was taken to the office of 
Dr. Matte on Church street, but a 
short distance from the band stand. 
There he recovered consciousness and 
spoke, but it was recognized that he 
was in a critical condition, and the 
ambulance was called and he was. taken 
to the hospital, where he wagr attended 
by Dr. O. J. Brown. Everything pos- 
sible was done for his relief but deatfi 
came as above stated, he having been 
unconscious most of the time after 
reaching the hospital. 


As soon as- the seriousness of the case 


was understood* two men 
drove- to 


North Pownal, Vt, to notify his fam- 
ily, who have been living there for the 
last few months. Mrs. Monroe re- 
turned with them, arriving at about 5 
o'clock this morning, to learn that her 
husband had passed 
away 
several 


hours before. 


Mr. Monroe was the son of Mr. and 


Mrs James Moartjei, and was born and 
reared at Guilford, Conn. He early 
evinced musical taste and 
capacity, 


and was given a thorough musical 
education. lie ^studied in Boston and 
later went to Germany,where he gradu- 
al ed at the Leipsic conservatory. Re- 
turning to this- country, he devoted him 
self to music teaching, in which he was 
very successful. Later he located in 
Troy, N. Y., where he lived for a num- 
ber of years. While there he served as 
organist at the Church, of the Ascen- 
sion, and afterward he "fras for some 
time organist 
and choir master at 


Christ church. While living in Troy he 
formed a music class in Lenox, and 
later located in that town and became 
organist of Trinity Episcopal church. 
From there he came, about four year 
ago, to live in this city, where he had 
instructed pupils for 10 or 12 years, and 
where he was already well known to 
the local musical 
people. 
He had 


lived here since that time*, devoting 
himself steadily to his profession, and 
he Was at one time organist of the 
Universalis-t church. For some time 
past he had been stopping at the Grey- 
lock house in Adams, he having1 many 
pupils in that town, 


Mr. Monroe was a thorough musician, 


and when living in Troy was recog- 
nized as one of the most skillful vio- 
linists in that part of the country. He 
took part in many important musical 
events as a violin soloist, and his ser- 
vices were in constant demand in vari- 
o if directions. He had great versatil- 
it" .".id was- master of almost every 
iv !•„.:,:! 
instrument, 
although 
the 


violin 
v. as his specialty. 
When Mr. 


ClEipp, for several years leader 
of 


Clapp's band, left the city last year 
Mr. Monroe \vas chosen to succeed him, 
and in this position he constantly ex- 
hibited his enthusiasm for and mastery 
of music. He took great interest in the 
work of th'e band, and stood high in 
the personal rr-p.rd of iha member's. 
He was a sociaU.u and genial man, and 
one who will be much missed in musi- 
cal circles and by all who'\vere "ac- 
quainted with him. 


Mr. Monroe was sick some time aso, 


but the trouble was not considered se- 
rious, and to all appearances he had 
fully recovered and was in his usual 
health when the fatal attack came ua- 
on him. His sudden death, was a shock 
to the community and a blow to his 
family which brings to them the svm- 
pathy of all. He leaves a widow and 
five children, also a brother and a sis- 
ter, Fred Monroe of Providence, R. I., 
and Mrs. Thomas G. Baker of Now 
York.

SUPERIOR COURT ADJOURNS 


Francis Cook Gett Five Months. 


Guilty on 16 Charges 


Not ] Savoy Man Seriously III in Hospital. 


Others Doing Well 


The July criminal session of the su- 


perior court was ended yesterday af- 
ternoon, when the court adjourned Bine 
die. The jurors vere paid $531 and the 
services of the officers cost the county 
$372 for the sitting. 


At the opening of yesterday's session 


Justice Richardson charged the- jury in 
the case of Francis Cook, who was 
charged with the embezzlement of $500 
from the SUiger S&wing Machine com- 
pany there being 17 counts against him. 


After being out six hours the jury 


brought In a verdict of guilty on the 
eighth count only. This charged the de- 
fendant with the larceny of a machine 
from the company valued at $60. The 
court asked the defendant just before 
giving sentence if he had anything to 
say and in reply Cook stated that he 
had acted in ignorance of the law, and 
had used the proceeds from the ma- 
chine for those expenses which he had 
every reason to believe would be set- 
tled by the company. Justice Richard- 
son then sentenced him to five months 
in the house of correction. 


The court then disposed of several 


cases that have been pending for some 
time. One of the most interesting of 
these was that of Timothy L. Morris- 
sey, of Hinsdale, who was fined $100 
for adultery. He was first brought into 
the district court a year ago last June 
and was discharged. Later he appear- 
ed as a witness in a case in the super- 
ior court in a bastardy case and in- 
criminated himself on the witness 
stand. Before leaving the court room 
he was arrested and held on the charge 
o£ perjury. He was again brought into 
the district court and held for the 
grand jury, which indicted him for 
adultery, and a jury at the last Jan- 
uary sitting found him guilty. Lawyer 
P. .T, Moore then sought to take the 
case to the supreme court on excep- 
tions, but they were overruled. Mor- 
rissey was- therefore brought before 
the court yesterday and received his 
rentence. 


Chester Darling, colored of Sheffield, 


was sentenced to 90 days in the house 
of correction for disturbing the peace. 
This is an appealed case and in the 
district court at Great Barrington the 
defendant was sentenced to the Con- 
cord reformatory. John J. Delaney of 
Pittsfield was fined $100 for peddling 
without a license. James J. Maloney of 
this Oity had to pay $25 for the same 
offense. Johanna Niceal of Dalton was 
sentenced to the Sherburn reformatory 
cne year for drunkenness. Mary Ann 
Smith of Stockbridge was released 
from the charge of vagrancy. 


NEW CLEARING HOUSE RJLE 


Local Banks Forced to Secure Agen- 


cies in Other Cities 


The Boston clearing house has this 


month been enforcing another new rul- 
ing regarding1 the collection of notes 
and checks, which is cauains the banks 
throughout the.state much annoyance. 
Even though a bank may belong- to the 
Boston clettrinff house association, if it 
sends "time items," such as notes and 
Checks, the clearing-house now charges 
one-tenth of one per cent for collection. 
This ruling- covers all points in New 
England, except Providence and1 Bos- 
ton. On all checks' on" banks outside of 
New England" there fe atfsb the same 
collection charge, 
—_ . 


This ruling- has made It necessar-v 


for the banks of this -city to look else- 
where than tt> the Boston cle-aring 
house fmr agencies through which to 
make the collections, 'Aey are look- 
ing to Albany banks to care for Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire, and Naw 
Haven and Hartford to care for Con- 
necticut. The rat'urn will be' tbrouerh 
reciprocal accommodations. 
The Ad 


arns national bank has already made 
such arrangements and the Berkshire 
national will do so shortly. 


It is resorted that Philadelphia and 


Chicago will adopt rules this year sim- 
ilar to these now in effect in Boston 
and New York, and then the use of 
private checks, which has so largely 
displaced the buying of drafts during 
the past few yews, will again subside. 


The Boston VJanks make the claim 


that the new ruling will mean a saving 
of from $10,000 to $25,000 apiece a year. 
It will result in each customer of a 
bank outside of Boston or Providence 
being charged with the fees. The ex- 
pense would amount in some cases to 
over $50 a day unless other arrange- 
ments were made. The clearing-houses- 
argue that the item of free collection 
has been one of the abuses of banking 
and must go. Until-a few years ago the 
expense abuse was not so, great, but 
people doing a comparatively small 
business soon adopted the practice of 
keeping small deposits and sending 
personal checks broadcast. The ex- 
pense of collecting these checks fell on 
the banks, and it has been overdone.
